1968 Outlook: 


Panthers Should Begin Regaining 
Lost Prestige 


It's been five long, frustrating years since 
Pitt has produced a winner on the gridiron, 
but 1968 could mark the end of the 
Panthers’ football decline. 


In 1963 Pitt roared to a 9-1 record and 
the number three ranking in the country. 
Since those glory days, however, the Pan- 
thers have purred like iitti kittens instead 
of grown beasts in compiling an 8-30-2 rec- 
ord. Now, at long last, the Panther should 
begin growing again. 


"There's no question we're а much, 
much better football team than the past 
wo years," coach Dave Hart noted follow- 
ing а strong Spring practice. "We had our 
best Spring in the three years I've been 
here, Wo simply have more football players, 
more size, better speed and more depth. 
Barring injuries and getting the expected 
improvement from our young players, we 
‘could have a non-losing season." 


Hart's new-found optimism, which is in 
direct contrast to his first two years at 
Pitt, is still somewhat guarded and cau- 
tious, however. 


‘Yes, I'm optimistic, but I'm optimistic 
to а point,” he quickly adds. “We're а 
much better football team but we're antici- 
pating that 5-6 of our opponents are too. 
So we need to be greatly improved. We're 
а young team that will count heavily on 
‘Sophomores, and sophomores make costly 
mistakes no matter how good they are. 
We have very few seniors who'll be playing 
and that could hurt us." 


‘The 1968 season could rightly be termed 
The-Year-ot-The-Sophomore at Pitt. As 
many as ten sophomores could crack the 
starting lineup despite the fact that 14 
'gulars return from last year. Several of 
the sophs could be classed in the "Super 
Soph" category. 


Linebackers Ralph Cindrich and Lloyd 
Weston are being touted as two of the 
finest prospects to enter Pitt in years. 
Weston is a former first-team high school 
All-American hailed as the finest schoolboy 
lineman ever to come out of Pittsburgh 
(Westinghouse High School). The 6-2. 230- 
pounder is a vicious tackler who has every 


tool for the game. He lacks only expe- 
rience. 


Cindrich, who co-captained the Pennsyl- 
vania Big 33 squad two years ago against 
Texas, had an outstanding Spring. Another 
vicious hitter, the Pitt coaching staff fee 
this 6-1, 230-pounder has the potential to 
be as good as anyone the Panthers play 
against next Fall. 


Pitt has suffered both offensively and 
defensively the past two seasons, allowing 
621 points and scoring only 178. Hart 
doesn’t figure this will happen again, de- 
spite the fact that Pitt will be relying rather 
heavily on inexperienced personnel. 


Defensively, Pitt could start as many 
six sophomores and five juniors. Up front 
the Panthers will be big, but not partic- 
ularly quick. At the end of Spring practic 

the front line showed juniors Paul Маро 
ick (6-4, 228) and Bob Ellis (6-2, 215) 

‘end, and sophomores Howard Broadhoad 
(6-4, 251) and John Stevens (6-2, 238) at 
tackle. 


The linebacking corps, which was espe- 
cially strong during the Spring, had Cind- 
rich, Weston, senior Ed Gallin and junior 
prowler-back Dave Dibbley.

in the defensive backfield, coach Bill 
Lewis has little experience, but still feels 
the Panthers will be improved because of 
better athletes. In the three-deep setup, 
junior Jeff Barr appears to have one slot 
nailed down but the other two are up for 
grabs between junior George Pribish and 
Sophomores J. D. Lewis, Bryant Salter and 
Charley Hall. None of the backs were 
regulars last season, but coach Lewis is 
confident Pitt's secondary will be stronger 
than the past two campaigns. 


Offensively, Pitt has eight regulars re- 
tuming, better backs with more speed plus 
‘outstanding receivers. Despite all this, the 


offense must stil be listed as a question 
mark. Pitt hasn't controlled a game offen- 
sively in two years, and it is in this area 
that the Panthers need the most improve- 
ment. 


Quarterback is the key. Last years 
third-team freshman quarterback, Dave 
Havern, was the surprise of Spring prac- 
lice. Only 5-8, 160-pounds dripping wet, 
Havern showed exceptional running ability

DR. WESLEY W. POSVAR 
Chancellor 


ж Dr. Wesley W. Posvar, former Rhodes Scholar and Chair- 

man of the Social Sciences Division at the Air Force Acad- 
ету, became Pitt's 15th chancellor on June ist, 1967. 
He is 42. 

Dr. Posvar, whose scholarly achievements havo gained 
national attention, holds five academic degrees. He gradu- 
ated first in his class from West Point in 1946, achieving 
опе of the highest grades in the Academy's history. He 
subsequently was а Rhodes Scholar at Oxford University 
from 1948-51, receiving both his В.А. and MA. in Philos- 
'ophy, Politics and Economics. He also earned the Master 
of Public Administration and the Ph.D. in political science from Harvard in 1964 

Dr. Posvar was the first Air Force officer to win a Rhodes Scholarship, and the youngest 
full professor at the Air Force Academy when he was appointed to head the political sci- 
ence department there in 1957. In 1959 he was named one of the Ten Outstanding Young 
Men in the U.S. by the Junior Chamber of Commerce. The new chancellor was a Littauer 
Fellow in the Graduate Schoo! of Public Administration at Harvard from 1962-64, and a 
Research Fellow at u. l f. s Center for International Studies from 1963-64. 

Married to the former Mildred Miller, the couple has three children—Wesley, 17; Marin 
13; and Lisa, 7. Mrs. Posvar, under her maiden name, is an internationally known solo 
artist with the Metropolitan, San Francisco, Vienna, Berlin and Munich Operas. She also 
has sung as a guest artist with the Pittsburgh Opera. 


FRANK CARVER 
Athletic Director 


Frank Carver was named Athletic Director at Pitt in 
December of 1959 and since that time has achieved the 
status of one of the most highly respected athletic direc- 
tors in the NCAA. Ho is 59. 

А native of Beaver, Pa., he enrolled in the University as 
а freshman in 1927 and was graduated in 1931 after һа, 
ing worked for two years as student assistant in the 
athletic publicity department. He began as full-time sports 
publicity director in 1921. 

In December of 1941, just a few days before Pearl 
Harbor, Carver took over as head of the Physical Educ 
tion and Intramural Department of the University. During the war he headed the condition- 
ing program for the Air Cadets being trained at Pitt, then served three years himself as a 
non-commissioned officer in the Air Forc 

When Athletic Director James Hagan left the University in 1948, Carver was appointed 
Acting Director of Athletics until Captain Tom Hamilton arrived in February of 1949. 
Carver then was appointed Graduate Manager of Athletics, a position which he held until 
being named Athletic Director. 

Carver currently serves as President of the Eastern Collegiate Athletic Conference and 
аз Vice-President of District II of the NCAA. He also is a member of the Executive Council 
of the NCAA and is Chairman of the Committee on Accelerated Academic Programs. In 
‘addition he servies on the Competitive Safeguards and Medical Aspects of Sports Com- 
mittee. 

Married to Marty Carver, the couple has one son, Mike, 18, a sophomore at Grove City

"Recruiting is the most important part of 
this rebuilding job," Hart said when hired, 
Ind you can't recruit sitting in your office 
or home. You've got to visit the boys and 
parents in their homes." 


So visiting Hart went, day and night 
The talent rich high school lands of Penn- 
sylvania were his main target, and he 
preached a lesson of “lot's keep Pennsyl- 
Vania high school ball players home."

De- 
spite the fact that his first two clubs at 
Pitt have compiled a 2-18 record, he h 
gained the reputation as one of the finest 
recruiters in major college football. And, 
the recruiting should begin paying off this 
Fall with wins. 


А native of Connellsville, Pa., Hart was 
named as Pitt's 25th head football coach 
He came to Pitt from the United States 
Naval Academy where for two seasons he 
served as defensive backfield coach. Prior 
to joining the Navy staff, Hart was head 
defensive coach at the University of Ken- 
шеку from 1962-63. 


Belore that he spent 11 years as a head 
coach in Pennsylvania high schools—three 
years at Hurst High School in Mt. Pleasant 
and eight years at Johnstown High School. 
His Hurst High teams compiled a 23-6

At Johnstown his 1958 team won the 
Class "A" championship with an 110 
mark and at ono time they attained a rec- 
ord 27 straight unbeaten games. 


A graduate of St. Vincent College, La-

Prior to graduating from St. Vincent, Hart 
spent 28 months in the United States Ai 
Force where he participated in 30 missions 
over Europe in World War Il.

Pitt football began when the Uni- 
versity was known as the Western 
University of Pennsylvania in 1890, 
but the Panthers did not begin their 
march into the front line powers for 
another decade. 

In 1904 the Western University of 
Pennsylvania eleven, had its first 
winning streak. Sparking this team 
was Joe Thompson, World War 1 
fame. 

He took over as coach after his 
graduation, and in 1910 turned out 
an undefeated, untied, and un- 
scored on eleven. 

In 1914 under Joe Duff, brother 
of the former U.S. Senator, the Pan- 
thers prepared for the event of Pop 
Warner, by losing only one game. 

Not until mid-1919 did the Blue 
and Gold bow in intercollegiate 
competition. Thirty-two consecutive 
victories were recorded. 

The 1916 Pitt team turned up with 
ап innovation, for which millions of 
football fans have since given 
thanks. In addition to being unde- 
feated, the Panthers, under Warner, 
were the first to wear numbers. 

During this period the first All- 
American appeared. Bob Peck in 
1915 and 1916, and rated as one of 
the great All-Time All-Americans at 
center, Tom Davies, at halfback and 
Leonard Hilty at tackle іп 1918 were 
some of the stars of the era. 

Famous then, and more famous 
later, players were a big Scotch 
guard by the name of Jock Suther- 
land; the 1917 captain and end, now 
Dr. Н. C. Carlson, for 31 years head 
coach of basketball at his alma 
mater; and Tiny Thornhill, who went 
оп to coach Stanford's Rose Bowl 
teams. 

Perfect seasons were out after 
1919, but they still were winning 
years. Herb Stein, a center, joined

the list of All-Americas, and Harvey 
Harmon played a lot of tackle. 

In 1924, Jock Sutherland began a 
15 year regime, which started slow- 
ly but ended with the Panthers en- 
sconced among the mighty. 

Only 20 games were lost during 
this period, and another 11 were 
tied. Eastern titles came in 1925, 
1927, 1929, 1931, 1932, 1934 and 
1937. Four times the Panthers 
showed in the Rose Bowl, winning 
the final game in 1937 against 
Washington. 

Ali-Americas during the period 
were Ralph Chase in 1925 at tackle, 
Gibby Welch at halfback in 1927, 
Mike Getto at tackle in 1928, Ray 
Montgomery at guard and Joe Don- 
chess at end in 1929, Jess Quatse 
at tackle in 1931, Warren Heller at 
halfback in 1932, Joe Skladany at 
end in 1933, Doc Hartwig at guard 
and George Shotwell al center in 
1934, Averell Daniell at tackle in 
1936, Marshall Goldberg at hall- 
back and Tony Matisi at tackle in 
1937, and Goldberg and Bill Daddio 
at end in 1938. 

On the All-America rolls since 
Sutherland were Ralph Fife in 1941, 
Bernie Barkouskie, in 1949, and Joe 
Schmidt, in 1952, all guards; Eldred 
Kraemer, a tackle in 1952, Joe Wal- 
ton, a unanimous choice at end in 
1956, guard John Guzik in 1958 and 
end Mike Ditka in 1960. 

Sutherland left in 1938 and the 
Pitt power fell off for the next ten 
years. Charley Bowser was suc- 
ceeded by Clark Shaughnessy who 
held sway during World War Il. Wes 
Ғезіег brightened the picture in 
1946, and was followed by Mike 
Milligan who turned in the first win- 
ning teams of a decade in both 
1948 and 1949. 

When Milligan resigned in 1950, 


Len Casanova came in to take over 
for that year, but left the following 
summer. In 1951 Athletic Director 
Tom Hamilton took over as head 
coach, and then in January of 1952 
Lowell Dawson was named. 

Dawson won six including Notre 
Dame, Army, Ohio, Indiana and 
lowa among the victims, and lost 
three. 

In 1954 ill health caused him to 
give up football coaching in mid- 
season, and Tom Hamilton took 
Over as head coach and put the 
team on a winning basis. 

After the season he stepped 
down to turn the team over to John- 
ny Michelosen. 

A 7-8 record, featuring decisive 
upset wins over Duke at Durham 
and over West Virginia before a 
capacity crowd in Pittsburgh, 
brought a Sugar Bowl invitation, 
and a close defeat by Georgia Tech 


at New Orleans that didn't hurt the 
Panther's national ranking. 

The Panthers went to the Gator 
Bowl іп 1956, after a 7-2-1 season, 
and again lost to Georgia Tech 21- 
14. 

In 1957, Pitt was 4-6, 
5-4-1, іп 1959 finished 
record and had a 4-3-3 record in 
1960. 

In 1961, Pitt was 2-7, the most 
disastrous record since 1951. In 
1962, the record was 5-5. 

In 1963, Pitt finished with а 9-1 
mark and was ranked third in the 
country. 

After losing seasons in 1964, 
3-5-2, and 1965, 3-7, Michelosen 
was succeeded by Dave Hart. 

Faced by a monstrous schedule 
and lacking player talent, Hart's 
first two teams completed a 2-18 
mark.

Thus far the University of Pittsburgh has had four players and one coact 
elected to the National Hall of Fame. Jock Sutherland, a great guard from 
1914 through 1917, and Pitt's brilliantly successful coach from 1924 
through 1938, was elected in 1953 being among the first coaches named.

Leaving Pitt in 1939, he coached Brook- 
lyn in 1940 and 1941, then went into the 
Navy. Upon his return he took over the 
Pittsburgh Steelers, giving them their great- 
өзі days, until his very sudden death in the 
spring of 1948. 


Bob Peck 

Bob Peck was Pitt's initial first team All- 
‘America, being selected by Walter Camp in 
1915 and 1916. In both of these years Pitt 
was undefeated, and in his sophomore 
year, 1914, the Panthers lost only one 
game. 

He was captain of the 1916 Pitt team that 
ie rated among the greatest of all time, 
both at Pitt and in the nation. Playing 
under Pop Warner, Pitt's coach during his 
last two years, he was a terrific roving 
center of the old variety, and an accurate 
passing center who could lead the speedy 
Pitt backs on the famous single and double 
wing attack which Warner was then per- 
fecting. 

‘After his graduation he moved to Culver 
Military Academy where he was athletic 
director and head coach until his sudden 
death in 1994. 


Marshall Goldberg 

Marshall Goldberg came to Pitt from 
Elkins, West Virginia, and for the three 
years of his varsity career was the most 
highly publicized and popular back in Pitt 
history. These three years, coincidental 
with Jock Sutherland's last three as Pitt's 
head coach, saw the Panthers win a na- 
tional title, a Rose Bowl game, and two 
eastern championships. 

In two years as the regular left halfback 
Goldberg was the leading scorer and lead- 
ing ground gainer, and then, moving to full- 
back with the famous Dream Backfield of 
1838, he became а terrific blocker and 
power back, despite his relative lack of 
Weight (185). He was a defensive expert 
during his three years and starred at this

Upon graduation he played pro ball and 
was in the insurance business in Chicago, 
‘served nearly four years as a line officer in 
the Navy, and then finished his pro career 
with the Chicago Cardinals when they won 
their first title. He is vice president of the 
Emmerman Machinery Company in Chi- 
cago. 


George McLaren 
George McLaren, who came to Pitt from 
Peabody High School, is considered the 
greatest fullback in the school's history. 
He played four years, 1915-1918, and 
during this period, the Panthers complled 
а 29-0 record. McLaren was captain of ће 
1918 team, McLaren scored 13 touchdowns: 
їп 1917, a school record, and also holds 
the one-season rushing mark by a Pitt full- 
back with 782 yards. He also holds the 
longest run from scrimmage, 92 yards in 
1917. He was never stopped without mak- 
ing а gain during his intercollegiate c 
McLaren also was a member of the bas- 
ketball team for two years and a performer 
on the track squad for two campaigns. 
McLaren now resides in Baltimore, Mary- 
land, and is retired. 


Herb Stein 

Herb Stein came to Pitt from Warren, 
Ohio, and for four years was one of tha 
greatest offensive and defensive centers їп 
Panther history.

Organizational struc- 
tures constantly will be exploded so that 
the university can adjust to the needs of 
larger numbers of students without creating 
а depersonalized atmosphere in which they 
will feel a lack of individuality. 

The university's immediate and long 
range objective is to offer the highest qual- 
йу of education possible in a cosmopolitan 
atmosphere of free inquiry. It has infused 
its programs and student body with an in- 
ternational perspective, in the belief that a 
broadly based, world-oriented institution 
will be of best service їо its region. 

The University of Pittsburgh was founded 
in 1787, eleven years after the signing of 
the Declaration of Independence. It began 
in a log house as the Pittsburgh Academy, 
and achieved university status in 1819. 

The university is a private, state-related 
institution which receives support from the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania and in- 
соте from endowment, gifts and private 
sources. It is non-denominational.

It is composed of 18 degree granting 
schools and divisions. These schools are 
Liberal Arts, Education, Engineering, Law, 
Dentistry, Medicine, Nursing, Pharmacy, 
and General Studies, and the Graduale 
Schools of Public Health, Public and In- 
ternational Affairs, Business, Social Work, 
and the new Graduate School of Library 
and Information Sciences. The divisions 
are those of the Humanities, Social Sci- 
ences, and Natural Sciences. 

In order to extend its educational ser- 
vices throughout its natural home region, 
the university in September 1963 opened 
three new regional campuses at Bradford, 
Greensburg, and Titusville. Together with 
the Johnstown campus, which was opened 
in 1927, the new campuses are partial 
cross-sections of the university as a whole. 
Each provides the first four terms of under- 
graduate liberal arts and engineering 
Postbaccalaureate work at the Mi 
level both in professional fields and the 
disciplines and adult education programs. 

Located in Pittsburgh's civic and cultural 
center, the university's main campus com- 
prises some 40 buildings on a 120 acre site.

PRESS BOX: Duo to lack of space, accommodations in 
the press box will be furnished only to representatives 
of Pittsburgh district papers, and from metropolitan 
papers filing for Sunday editions, press services, Pitts- 
burgh radio and TV sports commentators, and scouts 
from schools playing either Pitt or its opponent. Requests should be made in advance, 
indicating whether or not Western Union services will be needed during or after the game. 
Those coming to the press box should have cabs take them to Gate #23, to avoid climbing 
hills, This is located behind Pennsylvania Hall of the School of Medicine. 


PRESS COMPLIMENTARIES: The University extends the privileges of press complimentary 
tickets to all daily publications in the area. These will be limited to two each paper. Appli- 
cations must be received by the Monday preceding the game and the seats will be located 
in the best available section at the time. A check or money order made out to the 
University of Pittsburgh for $1.25 per ticket must accompany all requests. The Athletic De- 
partment reserves the right to refuse any request for comps. It will be possible to pur- 
chase additional seats adjoining press complimentaries by enclosing a check or money 
order made out to the University of Pittsburgh, and note it on your request. The prices of 
these tickets are $5.00 for all games. 


PHOTOGRAPHERS: Sideline passes will be issued to Pittsburgh papers, news services, 
daily papers normally covering the opposing team, and student publications of the two 
schools. Photographers may work in front of the bench, but cutline writers must stay be- 
hind the line and obey the instructions of the officer detailed to the area. Space in 
the photographers stand is reserved for newspapers in the same manner as field 
Passes, and also for newsreel and game movie cameramen. This space must be re- 
quested in advance to insure adequate space. Field photographers should enter Gate #3. 
Photographers covering from the stand should use Gate 49.
